Uattert will, pn>bably,go on in thi* way, 
from generation to generation, until a 
war in Kurupe ahall cumpel ihe Atitlra- 
iian* to think and act for themselves. Id 
the meantime, all that can be done by the 
friend) of the colony ii ts appeal, ai wt 
an now doing, hopelen, peihapi, of auch 
mull* aa arc deairable, bat nniioai to in - 
fuse energy and life into Ihe itagnajed 
public heart.

land, A hd thi* practice withoul cjucriion 
it of ancient date, since there is mention 
of it in tbe Bible, 

Now Kgypt is a land which hae many 
puinti in common wilh this : there i* a 
trequency of drought, there ii a gre.it 
scarcity of rain , moreover sands are per- 
petually blowing hither and thither, occu- 
pying districts that were formerly re- 
claimed front nature. 

In (hi* country we have, it ia true, no- 
great river like the Nile ; hot wa have
